state arrived here from Providence last 
Saturday afternoon in charge of f>00.(.)00 
young shad which had been transported 
from Havre de Grace, Maryland, and 
were intended 
for stocking 
Palmers 


river. 
The iish were about the size of 


an ordinary knitting needle, and an inch 
in length and were confined in twenty 
large cans each holding about twelve 
gallons of water. 
The fish were placed 


in Palmers river below Orleans mill. The 
survivors are expected to hike their de- 
parture in the fall and return to the mime 
locality to spawn in three years after 
which they return regularly every year. 


Jt is claimed by those familiar with the 


habits of these link that they do not come 
up our rivers until the spawning age, 
which is said to be throe years. 
This 


tact accounts for the absence of hiimll 
slifitl during the spring months. 
The 


fish commissioners contemplate stocking 
Kickemnit river this season which wilt 
furnish a good opportunity to test the 
theory of the return of ihe iish to the lo- 
cality where spawned, as but \ery few if 
any shad ever find their way up this 
stream,—[Warren Gazette.
